Two of the best teams in the na- 
tional pro-football league, the New 
York Olants and the Portsmouth 
Spartans, will meet at 2 p m.

A great battle is expected be- 
tween the two teams because both 
hove defeated the strongest team 
In the league, the Oreen Bay Pack- 
ers, and are old rivals.

The Giants arrlv*d In town late 
Wednesday night and worked out 
on Stoll flVld Thursday morning 
and in the afternoon were taken for 
a tour of the horse-farms in the 
Blucgrass. The Giants Impressed 
the spectators as being very strong 
on defense 'and a team that de- 
pends more than anything on pow- 
er, with an occasional flash of elu- 
siveness provided by Kelly and 
Cagle. 

In an Interview Cagle. the former 
Army star, told the writer that he 
expected to win from the Spartans 
but that he expected a hard fought 
game. Cagle and the team are 
enjoying the old Kentucky hospi- 
tality to the limit and say that they 
think Kentucky is a great state. 

The members of the teams are 
from all sections of the nation, and 
several all-Amerlcans are listed 
among the players. The tackles 
and guards range from 215 pounds 
and both the ends are over 200 
pounds. Kelly and Cagle ace the 
smallest men on the squad which 
numbers only 15 men. 

Clany, former Holy Cross lumin- 
ary, and Burnette, halfback from 
Emporia Teachers College in Kan- 
sas, tip the beams at around 195 
pounds and are fast and elusive.

"Dutch" Kreuter. At the annual 
football banouet. held at the Lafay- 
ette hotel. Wednesday night. Kreu- 
ter was elected to succeed O. L. 
"Bud" Davidson, this year's captain. 

The receiving of this honor by 
Kreuter caps two years of colorful 
varsity play for the Newport lad. 
Dutch" Kreuter's name has be- 
come a by-word among southern 
sports critics because of his unus- 
ually spirited play during the past 
two years. Probably the most out- 
standing work of the new captain- 
elect was In the Tennessee game of 
last season when he scooped up a 
blocked punt and scampered over 
the Orange coal line for a touch- 
down and the neMod counters to 
give the Big Blue a tie with the 
lads from Knoxville.

student activity should not be tak- 
en entirely from student control, as

With this In mind, we will at- 
tempt a brief survey of various 
methods suggested Rome of them 
are practicable, others are not. 
Some have already been tried 
and proved failures, and others 
leave loop holes for the unscrupul- 
ous. Many of them, however, have 
good points that may be Incorporat- 
ed Into a method that ultimately 
may be adopted. 

One means offered Is the use of 
athletic ticket books to establish 
eligibility to vote. Although the 
plan as outlined Is somewhat more 
complete than that In effect at 
the university two years ago when 
the ticket books were used In vot- 
ing, it la not comprehensive en- 
ough to prevent entirely illegal 
methods of balloting now practic- 
ed on the campus 

Another suggestion is that, re- 
gardless of what method of voting 
might be adopted, the ballots bear 
serial numbers and stubs, as is the 
prevailing custom In civil elections. 
Considering this a most construc- 
tive criticism. The Kernel Investi- 
gated and found that the addition- 
al cost of having the ballots print- 
ed in this manner would be rela- 
tively small. 

One of the most valuable sugges- 
tions received and one that at first 
did not appear feasible, also na'- 
terns after civil elections. This plan 
calls for a special registration of 
students, only those registering be- 
ing eligible to vote. Unquestionably 
a good idea in Itself, the plan pre- 
sents difficulties that make it seem 
Impracticable. 

Detailed development of the 
method, however, has shown that 
if put into effect It will provide the 
student body with a means where- 
by it may. with some faculty assis- 
tance, conduct honest campus elec- 
tions. The Kernel has been given 
assurance that this method will re- 
ceive the support and co-operation 
of the deans and the faculty If it 
is adopted. 
In a forthcoming issue we shall 
to give a detailed explana- 
method 



With the publication last Friday 
of an editorial titled Athletic In- 
vestigation" The Kernel announced 
its Intention of beginning a • n li 
of utterances dealing with the ath- 
letic situation. Its policy, in open- 
ing this discussion was a construc- 
tive one. designed with the stated 
intention of bringing athletics and 
the student body to closer union. 
Its writings were to be discriminate 
but impartial. And, at the time, 
no controversal statements were 
made. 

With the publication of its initial 
The Kernel 
its policy misconstrued and 
aligned through oblique logic with 
the sentiments of "Wolves" howling 
for the "kill" of Coach Gamage. 
Tuesday, therefore. The Kernel I 
found It necessary to clarify the 1 
misinterpretation placed on its ut- 
terances, and. at the same time, 
to withdraw from the specific dis- 
cussion which it had intended to 
promote. 

Today, however, the situation is 
different. The turmoil centering 
about the head of Coach Harry 
Gamage cannot and must not be 
overlooked. The Kernel feels that, 
at this time an avoidance of its 
particular, and previously outlined 
editorial campaign is most wise. On 
the other hand, silence concerning 
the present issue would be less wise. 

With this in mind The Kernel 
has determined to redirect the 
course of its previously planned 
campaign, seek out the causes ana 
motives behind the much bruited 
charges of inefficiency, lncompe- 
■ .nice and isolation of the present 
system of athletic management, 
determine the truthfulness, the 
of the basis of these 
re- 
organization of the athletic system. 
And this investigation will be push- 
ed to Its end.

the physical education department 

These courses are instructed by 
Wlldan Thomas, who Is well fitted 
for the position. He has been con- 
nected with various circuses and 
carnivals doing acrobatic and stunt 
work and doubling In brass. 

Among the unique courses offered 
are courses in Australian whlp- 
cracklng. clack-wtre and tight-wire 
walking, aerial acrobatics, tumbling 
and Juggling. There are also 
courses in mat-work, rope-spinning, 
rope-skipping, parallel bars, hand 
balancing and other forms of gym 
work. An especially difficult stunt 
for the Inexperienced is whlp- 
cracklng One of the best whip- 
crackers In the world Is a student 
at the University of St. Louis. He 
travels with the Olee club and puts 
on his act during Intermissions of 
concerts. He has also given a com- 
mand performance for the King of 
England. 

In stunt work. Mr Thomas says, 
looks are deceiving. Stunts which 
look easy to the casual observer are 
often the hardest and vice versa. 
Work on the parallel and horizon- | 
tal bars, which looks simple, re- 
quires a great deal of practice to 
perfect. Aerial acrobatics are dan- 
gerous because of the possibility of 
falling from a great height. The 
beginner gradually works up to this 
stunt by practice on lower levels. 

The University of Illinois was the 
first school to adopt these courses 
In Its physical education depart- 
ment. After this work had proved 
successful it was adopted by a num- 
ber of other schools. Although this 
Is only the second year that these 
courses have been offered at the 
Unlverstly. a great deal of interest 
has been taken in them. At pres- 
ent, about 40 students are taking 
some of the special courses. In the 
spring, a gym carnival will be held 
and the pupils are to put on a 
show.
